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WNCROWNED CRITICS. 


The Boys Who Watch Plays as 
Hawks Do Ilens. 


AND PASS THEIR JUDGMENT 


Upon Operas, Tragedies, Come- 
dies and Minstrel Shows. 


Written for The Constitution, 

There are critics and critics and critcs. 
Everybody who goes to the theater is more or 
Jess of a critic—generally less; because, of the 
hundreds of people who flock to see plays, 
very few indeed are capacitated—either from 
knowledge of what makes a good play or 
knowledge of what makes good acting—to pass 
a really intelligent criticism upon the per- 


formance. ; 
Still, everybody is entitled to his or her 
opinion on these subjects. : 
It is a mistake to suppose that the most cul- 
tured people always make the best critics. A 
very learned man once said that the only way 
to get a clear idea of Hamlet,and tothoroughly 
enjoy it, was to read the play in the solitude 
of your closet, and another very learned man 
once said that he took up ‘‘As You Like It,” 
and read it one -afternoon, but found it im- 
sible to get a clear conception of what 
hakspeare was driving at until he saw a good 
company present this delightful comedy at 
night. 

‘It often happens that unschooled people 
make excellent critics, and the reason would 
seem to be that such people sometimes have a 
correct knowledge of human nature, together 
with a large store of common sense, that very 
uncommon kind of sense which is the founda- 
tion of all true art as it is the base of the struc- 
ture of good science. 

This view of the question will probably ex- 
plain why the gallery god will frequently ap- 
piaud at the right time and why the dress 
circle god will often applaud at the wrong time. 
Indeed, the gallery gods are good critics, and it 
may be accepted as a rule that there 18 s0mec- 
thing wrong about that comedy over which they 
do not laungh—that tragedy which does not 
stir their souls to pity and to te:ror by turns. 

But, after all, among the best critics are the 
ushers. 

Take the ushers at DeGive’s opera house, 
for instance. They see every performance 
during the season, They become familiar 

* with all classes of performances and all kinds 
of actors. They watch every play like hawks. 
Nothing escapes them. The theater is a night 
school to them. After each performance they 
dissect the play, scene by scene, character by 
character, amid puffs of cigarette smoke, 
around the hotels, and sometimes, 
if the play is very _ bad, they 
tear it to pieces over their mugs of foaming 
beer. 

The general public have no idea of the cor- 
rect taste and sound judgment of the ushers. 

These little interviews will be in the nature 
of a revelation. 

A number of ushers and ex-ushers were seat- 
ed iif a crowd at the Markham house the other 
night talking about plays, actors and actresses. 
Ed Dickson was there, fat and full of fun, as 
usual, 

“Hello! newspaper man,” yelled Ed. ‘Sit 
down and have a seat,” and down went the 
newspaper man in a hump-backed chair. 

“What are you talking about, boys?”

RULE OF PARTIES. 


How Power Has Alternated Between Demo- 
crats, Whigs and Republicans. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—During the century 
of our national existence the democracy held th: 
presidency for fifty-two ycars, the federalists twelve 
years, the whigs twelve years and the republicans 
twenty-four years. The dcmocracy began with Jef-, 
ferson, who was elected tor two terms, followed by 
Madison and Monroe, so that for twenty-four years 
the era of good feeling continued uninterrupted. 
The election in 1824, showed that on the popular 
yote the demccracy was again successful, but An- 
drew Jackson not having the necessary majority in 
the electoral college the choice devolved upon the 
house of representatives, and John Quincy Adams, 
a whig, was declared president for the next four 
years. The democracy avenged the wrong perpetra- 
ted, as they alleged, by electing Jackson for two 
terms, and he was succeeded by Martin Van Buren, 
thus givifig the Cemocratic party twelve more con- 
secutive years in office. 

The whigs tollowed with the election of Harrison 
and Tyler, and gave place in 1845 to James K. Polk, 
by which the democracy again came into power. 
In 1849 Taylor was elected on the whig ticket, and 
the whig candidates in the two ensuing presidential 
elections were beaten by Pierce and Buchanan, giy- 
ing the democrats eight more years of Official 
power, 

The republicans elected LM&coln twice, Grant 
twice, followed by Hayes and Garfield, which gave 
that party twenty-four consecutive years of au- 
thority. 

This, it will be seen, is also the same period of 
political prosperity that the democracy enjoyed after 
it came into existence. The old whig party never 
succeeded in keeping in office for more than one 
term, while the democracy, prior to the war, never 
had its trust limited to a period of four years but 
once, and that was during Polk’s administration, 
from 1845 to 1819. The democracy began with 
twenty-four years of continuous power. Its next 
period was twelve years and then it fell off to four 
years. Its last antebellum term lasted from 1853 to 
1861, a period of cieht yers.

The Hatch mystery will not die out of the 
public mind so long as Mrs. Lillian E. Seofield 
makes vague utterances concerning the dark 
seeret which there is no question continues to 
trouble her. The fact that she openly accused 
ber husband of having committed murder 
while standing in Broadway and the constant 
dissipation she is indulging in furnish conclu- 
sive proof that this woman is positively suffer- 
ing from some mental pain, cause as yet unex- 
plained. Going round the circle in her wander- 
ings Mrs. Scofield invariably comes back to 
the Thirtieth street police station, as if 
there was some magnetic influence in the place 
where she was first taken after the dead body 
of Nathaniel W. T. Hatch was found. 

Mention was made in the Herald of her cre- 
ating a disturbance on Wednesday night and 
requesting a policethan to arrest her husband 
on the charge of murder, but the whele story 
was not told. 3 

In the first place, Mrs. Scofield now appears 
ten vears older than she did on the morning of 
May 8th, and there is a strange hunted look in 
her eyes that is apparent to every one who has 
encountered the woman since her release from 
the house of detention. Though she seems to 
have always been fond of wine, her indulgence 
in champagne is now greater than before, and 
at times her conducg indicates that she 
has imbibed even stronger liquids, Without 
intent to deepen the bad impression already 
abroad concerning this singular woman, it 
must be said that her actions and language 
cannot but be taken as indications of an un- 
settled and haunted brain. 

It now appears that the police did not reveal 
all that Mrs. Scofield said in the police station. 
Sergeant Sheldon, on learning of the patrol- 
man thatshe had accused her husband of 
murder, asked the latter what she meant.

Difference Between the Stealing 
cfa White Man and a Negro. 


Written for The Constitution. 

I visited a lady in my travels who was not 
calm and serene, for some boys had shipped up 
and stolen the young mocking birds from ‘the 
nest she had been watching so long. “And 
only to think,’’ she said, ‘‘two of the boys were 
preachers’ sons, and I told them one day not 
to take the birds, and the next day they came 
while I. was gone and took them.” 

Well, a bird’s nest is a very trying thing to 
a boy, whether he is a preacher's son or not. 
It strains him. He is almost obliged to have 
it. Itisasbadasa watermelon to a darky. 
Therce has been many a chapter written about 
the sin of robbing bird nests, but the robbing 
goes on about the same. The nest is so cun- 
ningly made and the eggs are so pretty. It is 
a prize for a boy, and then there is a feeling of 
triumph in having found what was hidden. 
The same feeling inclines a man to go fishing 
—not for the love of the fish, but the love of 
the sport. He loves to beat the fish at 
their own game. He loves to catch 
them because they don’t want to be caught. 
Somebody sent Mr. Cleveland a fine salmon 
the other day, and he said he envied the man 
who caught it. It looks like a very small bus- 
ness for a large man to take pleasure in, but it 
is nature, and we can’t help it. Daniel Web- 
ster said that nobody liked to fish except gen- 
tlemen and vagabonds. He was mistaken. 
All classes like to fish, but nobody but genile- 
men and vagabouds have time. The good 
book says: ‘“‘I will give thee dominivn over 
the beasts of the field and the fish of the sea 
and the fowls of the air.”” And so we want it, 
and the more they resist us the more we want 
it. Nobody wants to shoota chicken or. to 
catch one in a trap, but we will hunt all day 
for quails or squirrels or hawks, just because 
they are wild and won’t submit to us. I saw 
hundreds of squirrels ina park at Memphis, 
but nobody wanted them, fer they were tame, 
and would eat nuts from yourhand. We pie- 
fer a wild rat to a tame squirrel. 

Now,lam not excusing a boy for robbing a 
bird's nest, for it is cruel—more cruel than to 
catch a fish, for a fish isalower order of liv- 
ing creatures, and does not enjoy life like 
a bird. <A fish has not got much more 
sense nor feeling than a monkey wrench, but 
it does distress the old birds very much to take 
their young away or to break up their nests. 
Then, again, the boys don’t understand the 
nice distinctions between ‘‘meum and tuum,”’ 
mine and thine. They don’t know where the 
line is between wild things that belong to 
everybody and those that are near the house 
and belong to somebody. Why, one day the 
impudent, ill-mannered rascals came in my 
meadow and killed the squirrels we had been 
raising for years. I Say aeesagm to some boys 
once because they robbed my mocking bird’s 
nest, and they said, why, that nest was on the 
other side of the road. Some ee to 

ost their lands to keep intruders off, but that 

on’t keep them off very mach, and the hunt- 
ers set him down as a stingy, selfish old cuss. 
They tramp down my corn every year to catch 
a few fish in the créek, and as for watermelons, 
we have quit planting them far away from the 
house. A white boy about sixteen years old 
will steal a melon as quick as a negro, and he 
will be meaner about it, for he will plug 
a dozen to find a ripe one. <A _ white 
man who will steal at ail will steal 
anything, and be always carries some envy or 
malice aleng with him, but a negro -just takes 
little things that he thinks you don’t need and 
won't miss, and he is really much obliged to 
you for having a surplus. He has no malice 
and noenvy. He is glad youarerich. I had 
an old ax, and one day when I wanted it I 
couldn’t find it. I made such afuss about it 
that one of the darkies brought it home and 
said he wasjes keepin it for me till I wanted 
it. Buta white man came along one day and 
stole the new one, and when my nabor who 
made the handle saw it at his woodpile and 
asked him wheré he got it, he said he found 
itin the big road. He has got it yet, I reckon, 
for I never troubled him about it. I had 
rather a negro would steal from me than a 
white man—he does it so tenderly and so inno- 
cently. 

‘“‘Uncle Jack. they say that you darkies are 
stealing coal from,the cars every Saturday 
night when they stop over for Sunday ?”’ 

‘‘Now, boss, ‘you know dat ian’t no such a 
thing. I neber has techa bit of datcoal. Maybe 
de chillun take a little now and den, but de 
railroad neber miss what dey take. Dem 
big long kyars jes so full dey runned over,”’ 
and he laughed a right honest good-natured 
langh. Ralph lost his knife and Ned found it 
and swapped it off quick, and when it was 
found out he took high ground and said he 
“foun dat knife away down yonder by de big 
gate.” There are lote of folks who think that 
finding a thing gives them aright toit. Some 
boys find marbles and balls and pencils, and 
keep them—most all boys do some little mean 
things on the sly, things they are ashamed of 
afterwards. I helped some boys steal water- 
melons ence and was caught at it, and felt 
mean alongtime. I am glad I was caught, 
for it cured me early. The owner came right 
upon us im the corner of the fence and said: 
“Why, boys, you don’t know how to tell_a ripe 
melon from a green one. Let me get you some 
ripe ones.” And he thumped around and 
found some and sat down with us and helped 
us eat them, but every mouthful choked me 
and stuck in my throat. He was a good 


man and never told on us. The 
good boys we read about in the 
Sunday-school books are very scarce—the 


boys who never told a story, or took a cake or 
a lump of sugar on the sly—who never copied a 
sum from another boy’s slate—who never went 
in a-washing, or kept a secret from their 
mother—who never had a fight and didn’t tell 
it—or never said deviland durn and dog on it 
away from home. When I was about thirteen 
I was the mill boy, and I had to go two miles 
to mill, and I always manage to go with some 
other boys, so as to run horse races coming 
back. Some times I could have got the meal 
by waiting a little while, but the temptation 
was too great, and so I had to tell a little 
story so as to get toracecoming home and then 
race again going after the grist. Boys have 
their temptations just like men, and the men 
fall about as often.as the boys. The difference 
is the men cover up their tracks better than 
the boys. The men don’t steal nor tell lies, but 
they cheat and trick and plot and scheme and 
Some of them do. Some 
"Golsasciv eal: 
can hardly be acandid man. mon : 
“A lie ticketh in the s between the 
buyer and the seller,” and, he said, “It is 
naught, it is naught, saith the er; but after 
he buyeth he goeth. his way ¢ rejoiceth. 
And so, after all, I believe I had rather risk 
the boys.even theugh they dorob the birds 
nests. If a boy will just feel mean after he 
does a mean thingI have hopes of him, Some- 
times boys will do bad things just for the peril 
of it—the risk—the haszard-of being caught. 
There is an adventure about it that they like, 
just like there is about smuggling or making 
moonshine whisky. The more boys, the more 
they plot mischief. One dog wont go off by 
himself and kill spotty, and so one boy won't 
rob an apple orchard. He must have company. 
I have known schoo! boys to walk two miles 
to steal apples when they had apples at home. 
One dark night some of the boys went. to Dr. 
Alexander’s, amile away, and stole a bee gum 
and carried it to the institute wrapped up in a 
quilt and robbed it and got stung 
all over, though they had honey every day at 
the boarding-house. You see, the old devil 
tells them t is fun in it, but there is not. 
Tie is an old liar. Jim Linton and Ned Gould- 
ing ‘and Thad Holt went outona lark one 
night and thethree geese stole a gander from 
ola Isaim Williams and they earried him home 
and shut him.upinthe closet. They had no 
use for him in the world, and just stole him 
because there was nothing else handy. “Old 
Pat,” the teavher, came round the next night 
as usual to see if the boys were in their rooms, 
and sure enough, the old gander squalied while 
he was talking to them, and that let the cat 
out of the bag-and the gander out of the closet. 
Tho boys had to carry him back to Uncle

CUBAN RAILWAYS. 


A Mounted Courier Always Precedes a Train 
to Herald Its Approach. 
Havana Correspondence of the Philadelphia Ti:aes. 

Railway traveling in Cuba has some curious 
aspects. For fhstance, when trains arrive at and 
depart from cities or villages it is rather a queer 
thing to see, between the depots and limits of all 
municipalities, aman on horseback preceding the 
engine. No train may arrive or depart more rap- 
idly than the speed of this courier, who announces 
his Own and the train’s coming by tremen- 
dous bellowings and hallooings. Sometimes 
he is provided with a sort of trumpet, which he 
sounds lugubriously. The railways are nearly all 
of narrow gauge, and freight and passenger cars 
are littleand low. Not long ago Cuban engineers 
were nearly all Americans and receiyed fabulous 
wages. This was also true of the engineers on the 
sugar plantations, But Cubans are* bright and 
imitative, and they are alone now in charge. The 
machinery attests that. It is dingy, rusty, half- 
ruined. 

The Cuban engineer handles his engine in a hesi- 
tant, hysterical sort of way. He isno mechanic. If 
a breakdown occurs he calls upon everybody within 
reach and, in complete desperation, * ‘talks it al 
over,’’ runs away altogether or commits suicide 
frorn sheer fright. 

The railway stations are &®@ walled about as high 
as a fortress, and freight is handied in the yards and 
transferred much as a lower Mississippi river steam- 
boat is “‘wooded’”’ by negro roustabouts who ‘‘shan- 
ty’’ with dismal songs, or by the unwieldy bull- 
carts, with their picturesque carretoneros, 80 com 
mon to the streets of Havana. 

There are also some odd regulations about Cuian 
railway travel. Ticket-offices are closed five min- 
utcs before departure of trains; and if one thus fails 
of securing a ticket, one-third additional to regular 
fare is exacted for the first division over which your 
route maylay. You are allowed tocarry free only a 
hat-box ora medium size valise; but if your train 
does not make schedu!e time you can stop anywhere 
nlong the route aud get yourentire fare refunded. 
No ‘‘persons of color’ are allowed in first-class cars, 
though gamecocks in basketsare; and if you at- 
tempted toride uponthe platform orto occupy 
more thon one seat, you would immediately be 
turned over tethe guard'a civil, whose members 
ride on trains between stations to flirt with fair 
senoritas,and toconstantly enforecethe fact that 
Spain owns Cuba. , 

Asin most European countries, there are three 
grades of passenger coaches, and all are modelled 
on the American plan. The third grade cars have 
only solid wood seats; the second are very plain, 
but the seats are of ‘“‘cane;’’ the first are very plcas- 
ant and convenient, and fin most cases prettily 
enough decorated, the woven cane seats taking the 
place of our plush cushions on account of the differ- 
ence in climate. ‘The conductor is uniformed as 
with us, and isthe busiest man on earth for the 
amount of business he transacts. He is at every- 
body every five minutes for re-examination cf 
tickets, and a pompous guardid civil, a soldier of 
one of the three classes of military in the island, is 
forever at his heels, glaring impudently into faces, 
demanding with maddening frequency your pass- 
port, if you bappen to be foreigner, and especially 
oifan American, whom the Spaniard loathes, and 
searching your person, or even a lady's reticule, if 
the whim seizes bim.

Ball in Atlanta. 


SKETCH OF THE FIRST CLUB 


Organizedin This City—The 
Old Gate City Nine. 


—_- --—

oe ig just twenty-two years since the first 


match game of base ball was played in At- 
Te cesbet of the gentlemen who swung the 
willow on that memorable occasion are still 
Miving in Atianta. 

apt ground just this side of Oakland ceme- 
tery; through which Hunter street now runs, 
and which is thickly dotted with dwellings, 
qwas once a natural ball field covered with a 
carpet of short, green grass, and surrounded by 
a grove of stout young oaks. 

It was a picturesque place. Theré the first 

diamond in Atlanta, and indeed, in the state, 

haps in the south, was first staked off, and 
there the first baseball clab ever organized in 
Atlanta began practicing in the spring of 1860. 

Thename of that club was the Atlanta 
Baseball club, and the man who organized it 
was Captain Tom Burnett, a thick-set, chubby- 
faced little man, who at that time ran an ice 
house on Wall street, on the identical spot 
where now stands the old Mercer restaurant. 

Among the original members of this club 
wore Captain Tom Burnett, Mr. Couch Alex- 
andcr, Mr. Edgar Thompson, Mr. Joe Or- 
mond, Mr. Smith Solomon, Mr. Robert Solo- 
mon. Mr. Sonny Wright, Mr. Tiff Mead, Mr. 
Reuben Jordan, Mr. Warren Jordan,Mr. Hayne 
Ellis, Mr. Joe Bridges and other well-known 
Atlantians. 

The uniform was white caps, white flannel 
shirts and black broadcloth pants, the top of 
gbich were encircled with a white glazed 
Jeather belt trimmed in red. 

Baseball was a bran new thing in Atlanta in 
those days. It took like wild fire, and before 
the club had given three rehearsals the whole 
population, then about 

FIFTEEN THOUSAND SOULS, 
had caught the baseball fever. 


The boys were as green at the business as 


the grass upon which they panted, but that 
did not prevent hundreds of people from 
fiocking to the grounds three afternoons in 
the week to see the gentlemen Dlister their 
white hands in the effort to stop the ball and 
wear themselves into absolute exhaustion in 
running from baSe to base. 

After a few weeks of most laborious practice 
games, Captain Burnett solemnly annotinced 
that he was at the head of the earth’s greatest 
and best team and was ready totackle the then 
known world. | 

People gazed in mute wonder at the wonder- 
ful players—would yell themselves hoarse when 
by accident the catcher would tako a foul on 
the bound, and would become almost crazy 
with delight when some nervous fielder would 
grab up the ball as if he were digging turnips, 
and knock a base-runner down with it, forgetful, 
under the intense excitement of the moment 
that they were not engaged in the time-honor- 
ed pastime of townball or bull pen. 

Such hilarious mistakes would often cause 
gome daring base-runner to be borne from the 
field by a couple of able-bodied comrades on an 
improvised litter and wear his back in a sling 
for a week. 

And stil they played, and still the wonder 
grew. 

At length a new club, composed of a younger 
set of men, was organized, with Captain Robert 
Dohme at its head—a club which was destined 
to become the champions of the south. 

They wore light blue knee pants with a 
broad red stripe,orange shirts,and black glazed 
military caps; and, at that time, they lived 
with but one object, to-wit: to beat the At- 

lantas. 

They called themselves the Gate City Base- 
ball club. The original nine were: Captain 
Robert Dohme, short stop; James Gregg, 
pitcher; George Cassin, catcher; John Collier, 
first base; Willis Biggers, second base; Tom 
Johnson, third base; Bill Judson, left field; 
Dick Williford, center field, and Bill Sparks, 
right field. 

This club meant business, and after a few 
weeks’ practice and a dress rehearsal! called in 
order to get used totheir uniforms, they boldly 
challenged the Atlantas to play a match game 
on their own grounds. 

The Atlantas promptly accepted the chal- 
lenge, and declared more in sorrow than in 
anger that it was their deliberate intention to 
wipe up the evening twilight with the Gate 
City club and pin their mangled remains to 
the western horizon. 

The public were paralyzed at the audacity 
of the Gate Citys in calling the great Atlantas 
out and were filled with profound pity for the 
daring youngsters. : 

For many days before the match it was the 
Universal theme of conversation. So great 
was the interest felt that men neglected their 
business, and gathered in groups on the street 
corners to discuss the great event and to utter 
— predictions concerning the disastrous 

efeat that was sure to befall Captain Dohme 
and his men. 

At last the great day rolled around. It was 
the 18th of May, 1866, and it was bright, balmy, 
beautiful. By ten o’clock the people began 
pouring out to the ball ground. 

The wealth, beauty and fashion of Atlanta 
rolied out in carriages, and the rest of the 
populace took it afoot, for there were no street 
Cars in those days. 

It was strictly a free show, and by twoo’clock 
the grounds were encircled by cordons of car- 
riages, several deep, the grove was densely 
crowded with pedestrians and the trees over- 
head were alive with human beings. 

There was no grand stand, no seats of any 
description, except a few chairs for the players, 
and a huge arm chair for Mr. Lemue] Downs, 
the umpire, which he had had made to order 
for 

HIS SPECIAL USE. 

Up to that time Mr. Downs was the only um- 
pire who had ever been seen in Atlanta. He 
had umpired every practice game. 

And right here it must be said that he not 
only possessed the unlimited confidence of 
both clubs, including the second nines, but of 
the families of all the players, and all the 
spectators of both sexes. He was 

A BORN UMPIRE, 
never lost his temper, never showed the slight- 
est partiality, and never incurred the displeas- 
ure of any playereven ifhe thought that he 
Was wrongly declared out. Lem was such a 
clever man that even his enemies liked him. 

{He lives in Savannah now. He was in At- 
lanta the other day and looks exactly as he did 
twenty-two years ago when he sat in that big 
arm chair and called game. ] 

Presently, music was heard in the distance 
and pretty soon the two nines marched upon 
the field headed by a colored brass band. Then 
® shout went up that shook the unflecked 
welkin. 

And thenthe boys played ball—and such 
ball! But all things considered it was the 
most interesting game which ever delighted 

AN ATLANTA CROWD. 

Some idea may be formed of the interest 
when it is stated that the e began at two 
©’clock and lasted until half past six—and no-

The 
result was that the boys got on to Burnett, and 
did not get off him’ til] the game was over. 
if memory does not slumber, they piled ap 
twenty-five runs in the first inning, and then 
got out simply to rest their arms. 

inmy Gregg pitched for the Gate City 
he , while George Cassin did the catching. 

here were no gloves and masks in those 
days, nor backstops either, and George usually 
took his fouls in on the long bound, and he 
had a world of 

_ _ FOULS TO CATCH 

for Gregg pitched a most treacherous sphere. 
It was a slow twister, which started as if going 
just where he hitter wanted it, and would then 
fly up under his chin on curl around his feet or 
Zig-Zag out into the sociable crowd which sur- 
rounded the umpire. But they would hit at 
it all the same, and they were right, because 
no batter could tell where Gregg’s ball was 
rue until after he had struck at it. He was 


MOST SCIENTIFIC PITCHER, 
the method of the time considered, that ever 
curly-qued a ball in Atlanta, and nobody but a 
cros:-eyed man could hit him with any com- 
fort. From the very first Cassin showed htm- 
self a born catcher. He was quick as light- 
ning and active as a cat, and would often play 
right up under the bat; and he eould throw to 


the ball to Biggers before the runner measured 
half the ground from first. But the trouble 
was that Biggers couldn't 
ALWAYS HOLD ’EM, 

and when they passed him, as they frequently 
did, they would besure to give the center 
fielder a long chase up among the carriages on 
the hill. Well, they played and played, and 
still kept on playing, andthe second nines 
would look on in speechless admiration, and 
wonder if they would ever learn to play well 
enough to getin the first nine. The number 
ofhomeruns that Tom Johnson made that 
day has never been recorded. He was the hit- 
teren grande. He rarely failed to knock the 
ball over the fielders’ heads, and 
very often he would lift it 
over the carriages and the 
umpire would have to call time until the re- 
lays of small boys could get it back to the 
fielders. Tom never swung his bat, but 
seemed just to tap the ballin a sharp, quick 
way, as if he wished to make a sacrifice hit. 

After awhile there was a big sensation. Bob 
Dohme had relieved Gregg, and Couch Alex- 
ander took the stick. Bab gave him a$low, 
easy ball. Couch took deliberate aim, as if he 
was resiing a gun on afence, and smote the 
ball a terrific blow right. between the 
eyes. A red-hot liner was the result and it 
went like a bullet to Dohme’s stomach. He 
turned pale as death and fell face-foremost on 
the ground. Everybody thought that 

HE WAS DEAD. 

Deep groans went up from the crowd. 
Women screamed and some of them fainted. 
Children cried aloud. Dohme was borne off 
the field and in ten seconds all the doctors on 
the ground were around him. Water was 
dashed in his face—and 

HAPPY TO RELATE 
he soon revived—but was laid up for several 
days. 

Still the game went on, and, as-the twilight 
began to deepen, the ninth inning was played 
and Lem Downs declared the score in tones 
that were distinctly heard all over the ground, 
It was Gate City, 127; Atlantas 29. 

That settled it. 

The crowd pronounced it the greatest game 
ever played anywhere, and began to scatter in 
order to make town in time forsupper. 

In less than a month the Atlantas disbanded. 

The Gate Citys had won their first ball and 
they were nth ors i of ft than was Napoleon af- 
ter the battle of Austerliz. They took that 
ball and covered it with gilt, on which was 
written in black letters the date of the memor- 
rable match and the name of the club from 
which it was won, and placed it in Taylor’s 
drug store on exhibition. People would goin 
there and look at that ball as if it was some 
great man lying in state. 

But that was not all. 

The Gate City club was a success. Clubs 
sprang up in Gnifiin, Macon, Chattanooga, 
Montgomery, Knoxville, Athens and all the 
cities around about. Under the captaincy of 
Robert Dohme, the club played 

EVERYTHING IN SIGHT, 
and won nine gilded balls with big black letters 
on them before it sustained a defeat. 
After the first game Bill Sparks, 
who _—siheld up right _itield, which 
in those days was considered the weakest 
point—was promoted to first base, which he 
played as no man has ever playeditsince. He 
could pick up the swiftest ball batted or thrown, 
with either his right or left hand, right from 
the ground as easily as most professionals can 
take a ball with both hands waist 
high.

The Gate Citys got to Knoxville, and were 
treated most royally by the Holstons before 
the game. They were winedand dined world 
withoutend. The game was played before 
nearly 10,000 people. It was the most stoutly 
contested game ever played in Tennessee, It 
was not decided until the last inning, when the 
Gate City got there. The score was 21 to 19, 
and although professionals may smile, for those 
times it was a superb fight. The Holstons 
were so chagrined at their defeat, that 
none of them spoke to the _ visiting 
players after the game. They count- 
ermanded the order for the ball 
that night—and refused to have anything 
whatever to do with the great Atlanta team 
ever after. ‘This game was played on the 4th 
of July, 18066. But the Knoxville ladies ap- 
preciated the victory, and 
MISS LAURA BAXTER, 

who, if sheis still living, will remember it, 
presented the Gate City club with the hand- 
somest cake which was ever made in East 
Tennessee. She had made it for the winning 
club. 

The first defeat which the Gate Citys ever 
sustained was at -\thens, Ga. They were 
beaten by the ‘‘Dixies,”’ a club composed of 
college boys, Washington Dessau pi’ched for 
the Dixies. Bob Dohme was the umpire and 
Mr. Tinsley W. Rucker, who has since de- 
veloped into

got much practice in his profession iby dis- 
puting every decision which Dohme 
made against the ‘‘Dixies.’’ In justice 
to the Gate City club it must be said that the 
original nine were never defeated. They would 
have won the game at Athens but for the fact 
that they played with several of their second 
nine. The writer of this was a member of that 
second nine. He played shortstop that day, 
but did not stop a ball. 

In all, the Gate City won thirty-six balls. 
They were gilded and inscribed. After 
twenty-two years, THE CONSTITUTION would 
like to know where these trophies are—these 
trophies of the greatest ball club that ever 
played in the country—all things considered.

The stage from Cloverdale to Lakeport 
swung around the corners of the former vil- 
lage and took the oad over the mountains, 
the other day, bearing three passengers be- 
sides the driver.

Mr. Wilkie Collins <isn’t writing men reminis- 
censes, although the publishers have been beseech- 
ing him to do so for a long time, 

“The Five Talents of Women” is the title ofa 
forthcoming volume by the author of ‘How to be 
Happy Though Married.” Itisin the press of the 
Scribners, 

That clever printer, Mr. Theodore L. De Vinne, 
has written a paper forthe June Century on the 
Piantin Museum at Antwerp. He calls if ‘A Prin- 
ter’s Paradise.”’ 

Those admiring Americans—and that we all are 
wkere Oliver Wendell Holmes isin question—who 
want to know which of his own pcems the delight- 
ful doctor likes best, iaust co to the June Book- 
Buyer to find out. 

Dr. W. T. Parsons—who is, by the way, the author 
of some of the most perfect verse ever written in 
America—is preparing to write the ode on the com- 
ing anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery company of Boston. 

A writer for “The Liverpool Post’? makes rather a 
neat Classical joke in the course ofan article on 
Coarles Lamb’s “Letters.” “His (Lamb’s) style,”’ 
he says, “defies imitation; it is a kind of agnus 
fateus that would confound and lead astray the very 
pearl of parodists,”’ 

So successful has been Julian Hawthorne's 
“Tragic Mystery’’—the first of the Byrnes-Haw- 
thorne stories—that Cassell is about to publish a 
twenty-five cent edition of 100,000 copies. Perhaps 
this is a statement which will be made about many 
American novels when we get international 
copyright, 

This June “Harper” is a charming number, and 
not the least charming thing in itis the opening 
portion of Mr, Howell’s story, “Annie Kilburn.” 
This ts life itself, not photography. Mr. Krehbiel’s 
cntertaining paper on ehurch choirs in New York, 
Mr. Warner’s amiable article on Chicago, and Mr. 
Hay’s valuable description of Kansas are among 
the other attractions of the number. 

The South Carolina Historical society has just dis- 
tributed its copies of the fourth volume of its collec- 
tions, The most important portion of this volume 
is the report of the committee of the colonial as- 
sembly of South Carolina on the Oglethorpe expedi- 
tion against €t. Augustine. This report absolves 
from blame for the expedition failure the Carolina 
troops and the volunteers who accompanied them. 

We wonder if all lovers of Nature and all rural 
householders know what a fascinating thing is 
offered them weekly in the shape of “Garden and 
Forest” For the tired citizen its crisp and fresh 
text is almost as good as a visit to the country; it is 
full of the soundest advice to every man who owns 
a front yard, a garden or a park; and its illustra- 
tions are among the mo t beautiful of their kind, 

Mr. Henry James's ‘‘Harper’ story, ‘Two Coun- 
tries,’’ has some wondrous touches of fidelity to life 
and character; but he must giveus leaye to doubt 
the probability of the tragic conclusion. The reader 
accepts the writer’s statements as the tale proceeds; 
Lut he lays the magazine aside at the end with the 
conviction that the Lady Chasemore of real life 
would have found cakes and ale much more to her 
taste than prussic acid. 

“Lucas Malet,’’ otherwise Mrs. Harrison, the 
daughter of Charles Kingsley, says, concerning the 
novelist’s art: “Speaking outof my own limited 
ex perience, I should say that it is only in proportion 
as you sympathize.with your characters, amiable 
and unainiable alike, that you can make them life- 
like and individual; that the reality and depth of 
your sympathy with them, in fac’, will give the 
measure of the effect they are likely to produce on 
the mind ot the reader. Sympathy of this kind 
must necessarily give you, at times, a rather bad 
quarter of au hour.’”’ Mrs, Harrison’s husband is a 
clergyman who was for many years Kingsley’s 
faithful assistant at Eversley, and who is now rector 
of Clovelly, North Devon, 

‘Poor Mr. Donnelly !’’ says the London Morning 
Post. “He came to England with great expecta- 
tions, and it was thought that after so much a‘iver- 
tisement his ‘Great Cryptogram’ would sell by thou- 
sands; whereas all interest seemed to have ex- 
hausted itself just as the book was ready. It has 
been in the bookshops some days now, but there it 
seems likely to remain. One ofthe largest of Lon- 
aon booksellers pathetically assures me that he has 
not sold asingle copy. Even the Bacon society can- 
not altogether swallow the cipher, sot is probable 
that Mr. Donnel'y will return to America a sadder, 
it not wiser man. One obvious reason for the sud- 
den deminntion of interest in Mr. Donneily’s book 
immediately upon its appearance is the absence of 
novelty in the first volume and the absence of 
lucidity in the second,”’ 

It is said that Mrs. Browning once came very 
near losing some of the most valuable of her MSS, 
When setting out from Florence for London these 
were placed in atrunk containing the belongings 
of littie Robert, her ‘blue-eyed Florentine.”” When 
the travelers reached Paris the box, that had been 
especially confided to the watchful care of servants 
and railway guards, was found to be missing, 
Search for it proved fruitless. Inquiries concerning 
it, telegraphed down the line of route, received un 
satisfactory replies, Some weeks elapsed; the re- 
ward that had been offered for it by Mr. Browning 
still remainel unclaimed.

Mr. Browning traveled Cown by express, and 
there, among unclaimed baggege, storedin a sub- 
terranean chamber, he found the box that con- 
tained the MSS , the disappearance of which he had 
so passionately deplored, 

The portraitsof English writers which ornament 
the pages of Mr. Bowker’s chatty article in the June 
“Harper” bring pleasantly near to the American 
reader individuals in whom he feels a particular in- 
terest. The plumpand gentle face of Dinah Mnu- 
leck Craik appears as the frontispiece of the maga- 
zine—a distinction to which the value of her work 
alone bardly entitle her. Kindly regres and esteem 
for a dead writer whose literary impulses were al- 
ways noble if their expression was inadequate, 
doubtless decided that matter, If the power and 
origina lity of the subject’s productions had ruled, 
the strong and yet poetic head of George Meredith 
might have graced that page. The portrait of Mr. 
Stevenson is @ fine one, aud that of Anne Thack- 
eray Ritchie is especially interesting. Hers is nota 
hendsome face, butitis wholesome, lovable and 
trustworty as one would naturally expect the face of 
Thackeray’s daughter to be. 

We welcome the initial number of “The Journal 
of American Folk-Lore,’”’ published for the Ameri- 
can Folk-Lore society, by Houghton & Mifflin. 
The fleld of the new magazine is certainly exten- 
sive enough, including, as it does, nov only Ameri- 
call folk-lore, Indian, negro and white, but Euro- 
pean, and particularly English, popular custom and 
tradition. It is chiefly in the Indian and negro 
pranches that important work is to be expected, 
and the difficuities attending the study of the latter 
are great, because of the mixture of Circassian and 
African legends and stories. With the exercise of 
due caution, however, there is every reason to an- 
ticipate interesting and valuable results, and the 
names of the council of the society (of which Pro- 
fessor Child is president) afford substantial guaran- 
tee for the prosecution of earnest work. The first 
number of the new journal is a remarkably good 
one. It opens with a short paper éxplaining the 
purposes of the society. An interesting article by 
~, F. Crane, on “The Diffusion of Popular Tales,”’ 
follows. W. W. Newell has an essay on the ‘‘Myths 
of Voodoo Worship and Child Sacrifice in Hayti.” 
H. Carrington Bolton writes on “The Couuting-out 
Khymes of Children.” J. G. Brinton discusses 
“Lenape Conversation.” W. M. Beauchamp gives 
two “Onandaga Tales.” F. Boas describes ‘Certain 
Songs and Dances of the Kwakinti, of British Co- 
tumbia.””’ J. Owen Dusey has four articles on In- 
dian subjects, including ghost items, myths and 
soncs. These ate departments: The Waste-Basket 
of Words, Notes and Queries, Folk-Lore Scrap-Bo.k, 
and Bibliographical Notes. The ‘Journal of Ameri- 
can Folk-Lore’”’ should have an extensive list of 
subscribers, for its objects and matter are such as 
not only appeal to men of science, but must in- 
terest all educated and patriotic Americans.

A Peculiar Form of Religious 
Worship. 


PASSION WEEK OBSERVANCES 


Scorged With Whips of Woven Cords— 
Some Odd Features of Life in the 
New Mexico Hami|lects. 


Corr. spondence of the Constitution. , 

Las Vroas, N. M., May 16.—Five miles 
from this city, near the Hot Springs of New 
Mexico, is a smal! hamlet called Las Vigiles. 
It nestles close pnder the hills on the left bank 
ofthe Gallinas river, and a mile or so to the east 
rises an odd-looking hill’ ealled “‘The Mount 
of the Holy Cross.’’ Las Vigiles is neither 
beautiful to the eye nor pleasing to the olfac- 
tories, since the pigs, cattie, burros, chickens 
and children are gathered,almos!{[promiscuous- 
ly, undér one roof. In this respect, however, 
it differs very little from the other Mexican 
towns, for squalor reigns supreme wherever 
the Mexicans are in the majority. Las Vigiles 
—in English “The Vigils’’—decrives its name 
from the peculiar religious practices of the in- 
habitants, who are termed ‘*penitents.”’ 

Passion week is the best time for the sight- 
seer to visit Las Vigiles; the religious frenzy 
is then at itsheight. The ‘‘copeta,’’ orchurch, 
is a queer-looking adobe structure, surrounded 
by rongh wooden crosses and unkempt mounds, 
marking the last resting place of scores of the 

wnitents. There is adoorin one end of the 
building, fastened with an immense padlock 
and chain, while ventilation and light are 
secured by means of long, narrow_ sits cut 
through the adobe side walls. Here the 
“nenitenis’ worship, and here they still carry 
0:1 the peculiar Passion week rites, from the 
observance of which they have derived their 
namie, 

Onthe Sunday preceding Easter a huge 
wooden cross is erected on the top of the hill 
known asthe mount of the Holy Cross, and 
the devout cnes make a pilgrimage to it and 
touch it with their lips. They then return to 
thecopeta and begin their devotions which 
continue straight through the week. For 
hours they remain on their knees in prayer 
and as nightfall appreaches they strip to their 
waists and begin their self-flageilation. Short 
whips, inade of woven cords, are used and it 
takes but few blows to lacerate the skin 
and make the bleod fiow freely. Men 
and women, young and old, 
scourge themselves unmercifuly — and 
it is not long before the scene becomes posi- 
tively horrible. This celebrat.on continues 
during the entire week with those who have 
the physical strength to s.and the terrific 
strain, for fasting is also obligatory, and the 
truest penitents are those who can, for the 
lengest period, abstain totally from food and 
drink and who can at the same time scourge 
themselves until their backs are cone quivering 
mass of bruised, lacerated, bleeding flesh. 

How long this religious cusiom has been 
observed, it is impossibls to ascertain. Tradi- 
tion has it that the custom descended from the 
Aztecs, who offered human sacrifices in the 
early spring to!propitiate the gods of the harvests 
and rains. It is hardly probable that the Mex- 
icans should have adopted an Aztec custom, 
and that they should have selected Passion 
week for their ceremonies. It is more likely 
that the custom originated amongst the devout 
Spaniards who first settled this region,and that 
their descendants copied the idea, adding such 
barbaric ‘‘improvements” as suggested them- 
solves to their fertile minds. The scourging, 
it is said, is not so severe now-a-days as it was 
a few years ago, when an occasional victim 
would die from the self-imposed torture. 

Aside from its religious peculiarities, Las 
Vigiles is a typical Mexican village. There is 
but one store in the town, a queer little tumble- 
down place, bearing the unique sign: 


on the outside—a low, one-story, dilapidated 
adobe hut. with but ene window, and this 
guiltless of glass—but it is certainly interest- 
ing within. A long pine counter extends down 
the left-hand side of the room, which is 
about sixteen feet dong. Behind this 
counter are arranged sundry bottles of 
whisky, cider, beer and absiithe, a queer col- 
lection of drinkables ; but then everything here 
is out of the ordinary. Above the bottles are 
two shelves filled with canned meats, fruits 
and vegetables, and still higher, above these, 
forming a sort of frieze, a number of chromdés 
of the various saints—unframed—are tacked 
along the wallin really grotesque ord@; St. 
Peter, with his keys, hebnobs 
with St. Anthony, who has 
just bidden his temptress  begone, 
while St. John the Baptist leans. at a slightly 
rakish angle, against the Madonna of Tears. 
A dozen swarthy, low-browed Mexicans are as- 
sembled along the counter, ‘‘shaking dice for 
the drinks,” alternately appealing to tho 
pictured saints above them for good luck and 
shaking their fists menacingly at the many- 
eolored chromos when the ‘“‘throw’’ proves 
smaller than was expected. Two Mexican 
women, with black shawls over their heads, sit 
near the fireplace waiting until the men have 
been served, after which they will do their 
modest shopping and skurry home to prepare 
the supper for their lords and masters, for, 
with the Mexicans of the lower class as with 
the Indians, the women do the work 
and the men floaf around and drink 
bad whisky to kill time between 
meals. A smal] assortment of dry goods, half 
a dozen pairs of shoes hung from the rafters, 
and a barrel of cheap sorghum complete Mr. 
Tendejon’s stock in trade. He supplies the 
modest wants of the three hundred souls who 
comprise the hamlet of Las Vigiles, and 
thoce who have the means and who cannot 
satisfy their appetites or inclinations at Mr. 
Tendejon’s bazaar can purchase what they 
require in this city, where a thriving trade is 
driven the year round. 

It is a source of wonder how the people of 
towns {like Las Vigiles live. They have no 
manufacturers, they produce nothing to sell, 
and yet ‘they live and have their being” and 
are scemingly content... One or two Mexicans 
have burrcs to rent, and they derive some 
income from the tourists who visit the Las 
Vegas Hot Springs, the great health resort of 
New Mexico, which is very near Las Vigiles. 
Nearly every family, however, owns a burro 
foritsown use. The animal is never fed ; he 
lives on what he can pick up. He is patient 
and docile and the far-away look of sadness in 
his eye would melt a heart of stone. He has 
uncommon endurance and can carry a load as 
greatin bulk ashisown body, legs and all. 
When the Mexican needs firewocd he mounts 
his burro and ridesup intothe mountains— 
over paths along precipices where it chills the 
blood tolook down into the abyss, for the 
burro is the surest-footed animal in the world 
and his unshod hoofs will pick out a 
sscure foothold almost anywhere—until he 
finds some tree blown down by the storm. Here 
he euts a great mass of fagots, which he ties 
onto the burro’s back by means of stron g cords 
and they return homeward. An avérage- 
sized burro can carry enourh wood to last a 
Mexican family a fortnight, ahd, when the 
inaster understands thoroughly the art of tying 
a ‘“paek,’’ the burro presents the oddest look. 
ing spectacle imaginable, as he picks his way 
over the rocks and thrergh the ravines. 

The Mexicans of this region wil! net eat the 
“‘tortilla,’’ or corn meal cake, which is so popu- 
lar across the RioGrandc in our sister republic. 
The ovens one sees about here are shaped like 
an inverted egg and are divided into two sec- 
tions, an¢upper tioor and a. basement, so 
to speak. The division wall is made of adobe 
and is smoothed with painstaking care. A 
fire is built on this floor and the smoke is car- 
ried off through a small aperature in the top 
of the oven. When a sutiicient heat has been 
secured the fireisraked out and the smoke- 
hole is plagged up with wet mud. The smooth 
ftioor is-wiped clean and the_ corn pones are

er :nd Las Animas many people of cultivation 
end refinement, some of whom remain out here 
beeause of climatic advantages, and others 
beeause they can quickly accumulate a fortuné 
in this vapldiy developing region. A number 
of railreads arc now heading this way and, 
when completed, these will do much to 
“civilize’ the natives. who will then 
find work to occupy their leisure 
hours which are now devcted to cards, 
dice, dominos, and other forms of gambling. 
In course of time they will find it necessary to 
acquire the English language and to adopt the 
customs of a civilized people—the Mexican of 
today will become thoroughly Americanized. 
Evolution is an admitted fact. In every in- 
stance its progress is slow but none the less 
sure, and so it will be with these people. The 
present generation may not live toses the com- 
plete metamorphosis, but, in a few decades,the 
change will have been so complete that, doubt- 
less, these who might happen to read of the 
custoins of this country at the present time, 
would exclaim, inamazement: ‘‘Could such 
a state of affairs have been possible in the 
United States so late as 1885 ?”’

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Salaries of United States Court Officers~—Ifex- 
ican War Veterans. — 


measure reported by the house committee on 
expenditures in the department of justice to 
provide fixed salaries for the officials of the 
United States courts, makes the following pro- 
vision for Georgia officers: 

District attorney for the northern district, 
$4,000; southern district, $2,500. United 
States marshal, northern district, $3,000; 
southern district, $3,000, 

In Alabama the district attorney in each 
district is allowed $4,000, and the marshal of 
the northern district, $2,500; marshal southern 
district, $3,000. 

Nothing has been done as yet with the meas- 
ure prepared by Judge Stewart to compensate 
surviving soldiers of the Mexican war for 
property lost by them without fault on their 
part.

that it was pasibly to the only living person who 
witnesse 1 the unfortunate occurrence, and of course 
a justifiable sence of delicacy suggested silence on 
the subject.

I was stiting (& boy at the time) at the gate of the 
boarding house where Dr. Hagan boarded, with a 
popgun in my hand, awaiting the son of the land- 
lady to assiet me in shooting china berries, a popu- 
ular amusement of the period, 18:3. Dr.- Hagan 
brushed past me and spoke pleasantly. He was a 
friend of my father. He had on nankeen pantioons 
andablack alpaeca coat and a small pendant 
watch chain.

Dan Adams, dressed in a swallow 
tailed coat, having on a tall leghorn hat as high as 
he present silk hat, @® conceit of the 
time, and walking with fi slender 
cane, me: Dr. Hagan midway between the 
flice and boardinghouse and a few words passed— 
when Adams struck Hagan with the cane. They 
gtappled and fell, as it was termed a ‘dog fall, 
Hagan on top.

Hagan got his hand on 
this, and was choking Adams; when the latter, dis 
engaging his hand, reached to his coat pocket, and 
pulling the pistol—one of the old-fashioned single- 
barreled affairs—placed it between Hagan’s should- 
ers end fired, and Hagan rolled over dead. Wien 
the writer reached the spot Dan Adams was ina 
stooping posture, in the act of picking up his 
weapon, which bad fallen near Hagan’s head. He 
then walked tothe feet of his fce, and picked up 
bis hat, which had falienin the struggic. It was an 
intensely hot day, and as Adams stood for a mo- 
ment irresolute as to further aciion, Mr. 8 Yerger 
rode upon horseback, exclaiming: “My God! who 
killed @. Ragan?” ‘I did,” said Adams. “Why 
Adams, is that you? You had better walk under 
thatshed, It's awful hot here in the sun.”

Dan 
Adams surrendered. himself. I think was 
bound over to court on a $5,000 bond, and 
was finally cleared, As they brought Hagan’s body 
into the heuse, I followed the crowd, andas they 
placeithe body ona table in tre sitting room, I 
heard Ryan, who was foreman of the Sentinel, Ha- 
gan’s paper, exclaim: “My God, the ones that 
caused this shall suffer for it!’

Qf course, no brave man could 
permit such acharge upon his tather to go un- 
heeded, hence the attack. Dan Adams did not £0 
to murder Hagan, as the location of his pistol, and 
the delay in using it proves it was to be used asa 
drier reacrt, I have never published this, but as I 
presume I am the only person who saw the unufortu- 
nate aflair, and te farnish the friends and those who 
reinemberthe parties to the distressing circum- 
stance the facts, I have thus refreshed my memory 
ofan vcecurrence that created much excitement in 
those days of partisan phrenzy.

First Assistant Postmaster General Stev- 
enson is said to be a most excellent official, 
and has quitea strong following for the 
nomination for the vice-presidency. But 
would the demoeratie convention nominate 
Mr. Stevenson for this position if it knew 
that he would be called upan to exercise the 
functions of president? It would not. 

Then there is Governor Gray, of Indiana, a 
most excellent man and one of the most 
available in the party as a nominee for vice- 
president, and yct Governor Gray would not 
make a satisfactory president. We do not 
know exactly why, but we do know that 
the party would never settle upom him as its 
candidate for such a position, though it is 
very probable that it may choose him for 
the second place. Butifit knew that in 
naming the vice-president, it was selecting 
a president, Governor Gray -would have a 
very slim chance. 

Postmaster General Dickinson 
sonian democrat of the deepest dye, and is 
dead against the civil service travesty. For 
these two reasons we have unbounded ad- 
mirationfor Mr. Dickinson. He is very 
popular in the party andis a great favorite, 
but as president, Mr. Dickinson would be 
scarcely thought of.

The above named compose about all that 
have been prominently suggested for the 
vice-presidency. ‘bere is not one who 
would be nominated for president directly, 
though indirectly any one of them may be- 
come the chief executive of the nation. 

President Cleveland is in the prime of bis 
life, and thereis no reasen why he should 
not live many years longer. But this was 
said of William H. Harrison when he was 
nominated for the presidency, and yet he 
died*after haying been in the office a little 
over a month, and General Tyleras_ vice- 
president became president. Daniel Webster 
had been offered the vice-presidency on the 
ticket with Harrison and refused to accept 
it, deeming it beneath his dignity, as he had 
been a candidate for president four years 
before. Mad he accepted the second place 
he would have become president, would 
have strengthened the whig party, and 
would have averted its overthrow. Four 
of our presidents rose to the office from the 
vice-presiden¢cy by the death of the presi- 
dent. They are Tyler, Fillmore, ‘Johnson 
and Arthur. 

This illustrates very forcibly the impor- 
tance of the nomination of our very best 
men, for president and vice-president. The 
democratic convention should consider this 
matter in the light of history, and should 
nominate a-man for the’ second position 
who would be entitled to its support for the 
first.

Epirors ConstiruTion: Nothing better il- 
lustrates the utter badness of seuding men to core 
gress for their politics inetead of their ability, 
knowledge and experience, than the history of the 
movement for an international copyright. 

You commented severely and justly this morning 
upou the (possibly ignorant) votes of senators of the 
United states upon this important question. Uutil 
lately it bas been treated as a matter affecting only 
a few unimportant persons Enown as “them litery 
feliers.’’ These not having “influence’’—that mag- 
ic talisman ef pollu'ed politics—have shivered in 
the shadows cast by the dazzling glare and 
giiiter of appropriation bills. The vaices of 
these toilers of the pen have been drowned 
in the Coarse Lfawlings of political wrang!ers, and 
their yetitions Lave made less noise than the 
squeaking of their own quilis, 

This might do, so long as it was a question of 
book-writers only. tenators do not fear 
books. ut, as you Suggested this 
mourning, the matter has grown beyond that. 
The marvelous incre:sse in periodical publication 
the entry of the daily pressinto fhe realm of rea 
literature—these have puta different face on the 
matter, so far as the congressman or senatoris con- 
cerned, Books and bookmakers be may 
not _ fear. But what legislator ot 
this great and free republic dare set himself up 
agninst the allied armies of the authors, book publish- 
ers, Magazines and newspapers of the union? 

‘Tie day is dawning in which our prosperity shall 
not be measured wholvy by iron and coal, by corn and 
cotton and tobacco: when railronds by land, and 
fleets by sea shall not alone indicate the greatness 
of the American people. And hence the time ap- 
proaches when he who in congress represents

An idea put forth in words is as much prop- 
erty as an idea embodied in fron or wood. 

The empire of letters knows no political division. 
Geography is the vassal, not the sovereign of 
thonght, Animaginary boundary line, or a mere 
salt sea, shonld no longer permit two nations to rob 
each other of what a decent law would grant to both, 

Thoughts are the mental necessaries of life.

A BLAZE OF BEAUTY. 


The Kimball House to be Lighted With 
Eiectric Lamps. 


In a short time now the Kimball hone will 
be a blaze of beauty from top to bottom with 
from 2,500 to 3,000 Edison electric lamps. 

Mr. Charley Beerman, with his usual great 
enterprise, has secured an Edison engine and 
Edison’s new standard perfected dynamo, 
which are now in place in the basement. The 
lamps are expected to reach the city today, 
and by Monday or Tuesday night will be in 
position. 

The engine and dynamo were operated 
the first time yesterday, and last 
night Mr. Morris Stradler, the pepular and 
efficient representative af the Thomas A. Edi- 
son Electric Light company for this part of 
the south, gave a’ private exhibition of the 
beauty and power of the new lamp. 

Mr. Stradler, Mr. Charley Beerman, Profes- 
sor James Driver, the electrician of the Edi- 
son Light Electric company; Mr. George W. 
Moore, the chief engineer of the Kimball 
house, and the.reporter were present. 

The plant consists of the engine and dynamo, 
which are models of simple and beautiful ma- 
chinery. The engine was started, the great 
band adjusted to the dynamo and a single 
lamp attached to the top. Ina moment or 
two the wheels of the engine were making °00 
reyolutions a minute. and the axis of the 


the lamp bicomed into a bluish white incan- 
descent blaze, which for softness and brill- 
iancy has never been equaled, It was Thomas 
Edison's best blaze, so far.. You could put 
your face within two inches of the blaze and 
gaze at it without winking. Although the 
engine had on fall power, the globe was cool 
enough to grasp. ; 

“It’s a beauty,”” exclaimed Mr. Beermann, 
and all echoed tne words. 

“That light would be just as strong half a 
mile from the engine,”’ said Mr. Stradler. 

‘There is no danger whatever to life or prop- 
erty,’ said Professor Driver, as he grasped the 
wire. The current is low tension and harm- 
less.’’ 

It was stated that an intelligent boy could 
learn intwo bours how to operate the engine 
and dynamo, andthat the machinery could 
move along smoothly with one oiling in 
three weeks; 

The engine is forty horse -_power and one 
horse power furnishes fifteen lights. The

The newest parasols are made of Chinacrepe, 
lined throughout with China silk.

The “dinner coat” is the latest fancy in London. 
It isthe Directoire coat, which is something in 
shape likea man’s evening coat, cut offshort in 
front and having long tails reaching to the bottom 
of the skirt behind. This is very becoming to the 
few figures of that peculiar character which perfect- 
ly straight lines “‘dress’’ more than anything else. 
For these few the severe Directoire swallow-tail 
coats are made in the richest material. The skirts 
under these coats are of the lightest substances— 
lace, ribbon orcrepe. A striking dress was worn 
at the royal academy the other day by the beautl- 
ful Mrs. Drew. The skirts were of cloth, simply 
made and pinked out around the edge. The color 
has no specific name, a sort of a Boulanger red with 
a hint of crushed strawberry. Over this wasa Di- 
rectoire coat of black moire silk. 

Hayward, the London dressmaker, makes also 
what she calls Pompadour dinner coats. The Pom- 
padour brocade makes the bodice, which meets in 
front, tightly fitting. Just in front is a many-seamed 
carefully shaped piece, something like the waist- 
coat worn by fashionable men. The neck opens 
like a coat and has coat revers of dark velvet, over 
which falls a full jabot of white lace.

There isalsoa ‘“‘tea jacket’’ made by 
Hayward that is immensely admi:ed. Iti: made of 
cream colored satin plush—a lovely material—fits 
tight behind, but in front is loose and crosses over, 
showing no fastenings.

The flowered foulards for summer dresses are in 
most beautiful designs this year, They really make 
flower dresses. Some ofthem havea broad silk 
edge like aribbon, which when the dress is made 
up borders all the drapery. Mummy cloth is being 
revived after having been outof favor for six or 
eight years.

THE TARIFF PILL. 

Tt was understood in the deimocratie eaucus 
last night that no effort would be made to co- 
erce democrats from offering amendments to 
the tariff bill in the house. It is now the 
understanding gmong the democrats that the 
bill will be called up for consid- 
eration Tuesday, provided the democratic 
caucus tomorrow night does not change this. 
The discussion will, however, be of no conse- 
quence until after the St. Louis convention. 
In fact it will hardly be discussed more than 
three days, forone, Wednesday, being Mem- 
orial Day, ihe house does not meet, and on 
Saturday many of the congressmen leave for 
the St. Louis convention, and it is generally 
understood in the house that the tariff ques- 
tion, and in fact all questions of importance, 
will be laid aside during both conventions. 
Thus the tariff bill will, in ail probability, go 
over from Friday until the members return 
from the convention. 

THE BILL TO BE ANTAGONIZED. 

As it is the purpose of the republicans in the 
house to antagonize the tariff bill, when Mr. 
Mills moves to go into committee of the whole 
for its consideration on Tuesday, it is expected 
that Mr. Reed will move to to take up tlie 
pension bill or the Siair bill, thus necessitat- 
ing two aye and no votes, which will consume 
nearly two hourstime. Mr. Reed is expected 
to continue this day after day, although if all 
the democrats are present, he can never carry 
his point, but will succeed in consuming much 
time. It is thoroughly evident that the fight 
over the» Mil!s tariff bill will be one of the 
longest fights made on any question ever be- 
fore congress.
